Even the least responsible members of 
public bodies are alarmed at the figures 
which they are being asked to pass as esti- 
mates of expenditure in the next financial 
year. In the Dublin area the only estimate 
which has yet been passed is that of the 
Richmond Asylum Board. The draft esti- 
mate was for £153,620, as against £123,789 
last year—an increase of £29,831.

We suggest that now, while this 
matter is prominent, every public body; 
ineluding the Dublin Corporation and the 
Urban Councils, should appoint a special 
Economies Committee to investigate the 
whole administration and recommend 
measures of reduction. These, as a rule, 
will refer to details—little ways of 
stopping waste, redistributing staff duties, 
and so on, which, cumulatively, will be of 
importance. For example, among all the 
public bodies in the Dublin area, probably 
some thousands of pounds might be saved 
by strict inquiry into the scandal of “sick 
leave " among officials whose amount, or 
kind, of work should hardly involve fre- 
quent need for recuperation. <A great deal 
of saving could be effected if members of 
public boards would be as strict in the 
administration of public business as 
they are in the management of their 
own business concerns, That is how esti- 
mates should be reduced. We hope to see 
Economies Committees getting to work 
speedily and effectively.

The Indian Civil Service. 


The Times published yesterday a full 
summary of the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Public Services in India. 
The report is the result of three years’ 
inquiry into a system which covers twenty- 
four services and not less than ten 
thousand appointments. It divides these 
services into three groups—the Indian 
Civil Service and the Police Department ; 
education, medical, “and public works ; 
and certain scientific and technical depart- 
‘ments, including agriculture. In all 
these it is recommended that native Indians 
shall receive a larger share of future ap- 
pointments. In 1913 the Covenanted 
Civil Service—the back-bone of the whole 
Government of India—numbered 1,371 
officers, of whom only five per cent. were 
Indians. The Royal Commission proposes 
changes by which ultimately Indians will 
fill a minimum of one-fourth of the posts 
which are held ordinarily by the 
Covenanted Civil Service. The other 
three-fourths will continue to be filled 
by competitive examination in England. 
It is recommended that the age 
limit for the competitive examination 
shall be seventeen-nineteen (as it. was until 
1891), instead of the present limit of 
twenty-two-twenty-four. On the other 
hand, the probationary period at a Uni- 


three years. It is to be a condition of 
recognition of any University that it shall 
institute an honours course for pro- 
bationers leading up te a degree in certain 
prescribed subjects—in particular, law, 
Indian history, and Oriental languages. As 
the report is likely to be adopted by the 
State, these proposed reforms must engage 
the early attention of the higher-educa- 
tional authorities in Ireland. The return 
to the school-leaving age for examination 
is, we believe, a wise reform, and the 
leading Irish schools will do well to accom- 
modate themselves to it with the least 
possible delay.

It is alleged in England that large num- 
bers of educated young men, eligible for 
military service, are now being protected 
from it under the “umbrella” of various 
public departments. Popular feeling 
runs high on the subject. The West- 
minster City Council, in whóse area most 
of the great public offices are situated, has 
demanded that all Government employés 
of military age shall be brought before the 
lecal tribunals, The new Cabinet has 
shown itself quick to respond to public 
opinion, and it is probable that a large 
number of these embusqués, as the French 
call them, will soon become acquainted 
with the training camps. May we sug- 
gest to that vigilant section of the English 
Press which is fond of “getting things 
done” that it should turn its attention 
to Ireland? It is well known that a con- 
siderable number of able-bodied young 
Englishmen have come to this country with 
the sole object of escaping military ser- 
vice. They are said to beguile their 
leisure with attendance at sporting meet- 
ings of various kinds. We suggest that 
the Irish military authorities, by ‘‘ comb- 
ing out ” such meetings from time to time, 
would give definite assistance to the prose- 
cution of the war. Again, the fact that 
we must not whisper the word 
“compulsion “V in Ireland does not 
mitigate the scandal of the over-crowd- 
ing of our public offices with healthy young 
men who are drawing their salaries out of 
the taxpayers’ pockets. It seems to us 
that the young, and often superfluous, 
civil servant in Treland is in a different 
position from the reluctant farmer’s son 
or shop assistant. The State feeds and 
clothes him, and, therefore, has a special 
right to his services in its hour of danger. 

t is fully entitled to tell him that, if he 
refuses to fight for his country, he must 
cease to be a charge on the Estimates.

A correspondent sends word from Stock- 
hoim to-day that the German a. oe 
plans of a new 
type of commerce destroyer, which unites 
the qualities of a small cruiser with those 
of a submarine. It is said that the new 
boat will be able to steam on the surface 
at a great speed, and will be heawily 
armed; but it will be able to dive and 
move under water at a slow speed when it 
is necessary to be invisible. It may, in 
fact, be termed a subniersible destroyer. 
When I showed this to a friend of mine 
at the club, he reniarked: “I suppose it 
was this new type of destroyer that got 
submerged off Zeebrugge the other night. 
“It'is quite possible that the raider on 
the east coast last night was one of the big 
new German submarines, though the Ad- 
miralty announces that it has not yet been 
able to classify the vessel, It will be re 
membered that Whitehaven, in Cumber- 
land, was bombarded by a submarine many 
months ago in much the same way. This is 
one of the things that no Navy can pre- 
vent. It is a simple matter for a sub- 
marine to come up, discharge a few shells, 
and get away again in a quarter of an 
hour. The damage seems tg have been 
small in last nigh®s raid, but the experi- 
‘ence must have been somewhat annoying 
to the inhabitants of the place attacked. 
It is reasonably presumed that the recent 
conference of the naval experts of the 
Allies at the Admiralty considered the 
German submarine menac®, and the means 
to be taken to cope with it. It is said 
here that the danger in the North Sea and 
the Channel has been reduced to a 
minimum, but the most difficult problem 
centres in the South Atlantic, on the trade 
routes to South American ports. It is said 
that the seas around the Canaries and 
Cape Verde islands are infested, and a 
serious situation will arise unless the 
Allies can deal with the danger speedily. 


From the fact that Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain, the Director-General of National 
Service, had a conference to-day at the 
St. Ermin’s Hotel with his leading officials, 
it is inferred that his scheme for utilising 
the labour of the nation to the best ad- 


vantage, both military and economic, is 


well on the way to completion. I had the 

easure of meeting Mr. Chamberlain not 
ong ago, and was much struck with his 
appearance and manner.  Facially, he re- 
minds one a littie of his father, though 
not so much as his elder brother, the 
Secretary of State for India. In his easy 
flow of speech and his evident grasp of 
any subject that he discusses, the re- 
semblance between father and son is still 
more marked. 

By the way, I hear that Ireland will not 
be included at. present in Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s scheme. The Government appears 
to have come to the conclusion that the 
antipathy of the Nationalist members (with 
some notable exceptions) to military ser- 
vice would prevent them from encouraging 
any form of national service for Irishmen. 
I hope that this conclusion is erroneous, 
and that Ireland may yet be given a chance 
of participating In a movement which, if 
successful, will do much to bring about a 
speedy termination of the war. But, if 
so, her representatives must bestir them- 
selves. 

It is expected that the Royal Proclama- 
tion calling up youths of eighteen to the 
Colours will be posted throughout the 
country on Tuesday next, for it 1s now in 
the hands of the various recruiting 
agencies. It is understood that the young 
men may have to report about the middle 
of next month. 

“Wayfarer,” writing in the Nation this 
week, asks: “Is ‘Germany prepared to 
negotiate on the basis of restitution and 
reparation? Rumour has it that she will, 
and that the President has the sketch of 
her terms in his pocket, J give this sketch 
for what it is worth. The informal Ger- 
man offer is said to include (1) an offer of 
Metz and a part of Lorraine to France, 
coupled with evacuation, but no in- 
demnity ; (2) evacuation and indemnity for 
Belgium ; (3) an independent Poland ; (4) 
the surrender of the bulk of the colonies 
in exchange for a deal in Central Africa; 
(5) the restoration of Serbia, with the re- 
tention of a line of passage for the rail- 
way ; (6) the neutralisation of thé Straits ; 
(7) the Trentino for Italy, with Trieste as 
a free port. Necessarily the governing con- 
ditions would be an economic as well as a 
territorial peace, and the abandonment of 
the policy of the boycott.” 

“Wayfarer’’ may be satisfied with these 
terms, but very few other le will re- 
gard them with favour. y give Ger- 
many the open road to the East, with a 
possible result that in a few years’ time we 
should have to fight for Egypt and “India. 
Central Africa, with a free hand for Ger- 
man peaceful penetration, would soon 
play havoc with the possessions of the 
Allies in that Continent. Then, again, 
where are the guarantees that the Allies 
would require before they could dream of 
accepting any such terms? 

The Germans are attempting further 
attacks on the Verdun sector of the French 
front. Seeing that they attacked with 
considerable force, it may be that this 
movement portends a further development 
of the Crown Prince’s attempt to take the 
French fortress, though such an attempt, 
judging by the history of the past year, is 
likely to prove a costly failure, e Ger- 
mans claim that they stormed a mile of 
trenches wend secured five hundred 
prisoners and ten machine guns. The 
French state that the German attack was 
repulsed on a five mile front, that only a 
few fractions succeeded in getting into the 
advanced trenches, and that the Germans 
suffered very heavy losses.

SEQUEL TO SINN FEIN 
REBELLION, 
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CLAIM BY IRISH RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 


The War Losses Commission again sat at 
Spencer House, St, James's Palace, London, yes- 
terday, Sir James Woodhouse presiding. ‘Che 
claim before the court was that of the Midland 
‘Great Western Company of Ireland Railway 
against the War Office, and was a sequel to the 
Sinn Fein rebellion. The claim was based on 
the interruption and loss of trade alleged to be 
caused to the company by the orders of the 
competent military authority in Ireland at the 
time of the rebellion. 

Mr. Vesey N. Knox, K.C., who appeared for 
the railway company, said that the company 
on the 24th of Anril, 1916, received an order 
from the military authorities to hold uy all 
trains, and to place them at the disposal of the 
military. This order was immediately obeyed, 
Dublin was the only east coast place which the 
railway served. It served various points in the 
midlands and west of Ireland. The effect of 
stopping the running -of trains to Dublin had a 
different effect on the Midland Great Western 
of Ireland Railway from that on other com- 
panics. On Monday, 24th April, 1916--which 
was a busy day because of the Fairyhouse Races, 
which were secved by the company a special 
for Fairyhquse was about to start when the 
Traffic Manager in charge received a telephone 
messawe stating that the bridge at Broadstone 
had been blown up.

It was then that numbers of 
small farmers and rural- handicraftsmen 
lost their hold upon the land. “ Villages 
were pulled down, plough lands, which 
had supported twenty men and their teams, 
were turned into pasture, where the shep- 
herd was the only sign of human life.” If 
legisJation is now adopted to obviate vio- 
lent fluctuations in the price of corn, we 
may only be reverting to the policy of Lan- 
castrian days. 

In the kitchen gardens of Elizabeth pre- 
ponderance was given to the growth of 
medicinal herbs. We have allowed, within 
the last fifty years, the peasants of Ger- 
many and Austria to supply our big 
wholesale druggists with the roots, leaves, 
flowers, and seeds which they require for 
the drugs dispensed to us. British-grown 
herbs were almost ousted from the market 
before the war. In 1913 the value of our 
imports, which were mainly. from Central 
Europe, amounted to £17,000, yet many of 
these mé dig herbs are indigenous to our 
own lands. The Herb-Growing Association 
has been formed at Queen Anne’s Cham- 
bers, Westminster. A stamped addressed 
envelope will bring particulars to those 
who are anxious to take up the work. “ Why 
should we rely upon Thuringia and the 
Harz mountains for digitalis leaves when 
groves of foxgloves bloom and fade in our 
woodlaxds? The dried leaves of this plant 
have fetched from one to two shillings a 
pound, and there are many other herbs (the 
fiowers of lime, yellow mullein, marsh- 
mallow and camomile, and the seeds of the 
meadow saffron (crocus), which could be 
collected with profit by our own people.” 
Let John Bull grow his own medicine in 
future as in the spacious times of great 
Elizabeth. 

It may help us to enjoy “standard 
bread “ if we recall that in Tudor times 
rye, sown early in September, and not 
wheat, was the bread corn of the country. 
Bread made from rye, “brown as a nut,” 
or from a mixture of wheat and rye, was 
considered by those who defeated the Ar- 
mada and founded our Empire to be more 
sustaining than bread made from wheat 
alone. “ English husbandmen eate barley 
and rye browne bread, aiid pre‘erre it to 
white bread as abiding longer in the 
stomack, and not so soon digested with 
their labair.”” There does not seem to 
have been a ban on imported fruit, as in 
December, 1591, we read: “ Imported 
oranges were sold at 7 for 2d.”’ Ae for 
soap, in accounts for 1583 we find a pound 
of soap for the house costing 4d. There 
were many varieties of sweet-scented soap 
in Elizabeth's time, and the numerous 
recipes prove that much of this must have 
been made in the homes. In view of the 
request that we should exercise economy in 
our laundry bills, we may yet have re- 
course to Elizabethan soap recipes.

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WAR BOOKS. 

The “Fight for Right Movement ” has 
| been well advised to issue, in book form, 
the excellent series of essays and ad- 
dresses which it organised at King’s Col- 
_lege,*London. The business of the orga- 
| nisation, as defined in the preface by Sir 
| Francis Younghusband, is ' continually to 
remind the nation of the ideals and prin- 
ciples for which we are fighting. Whether 
we are listening to Lord Bry¢e's closely- 
reasoned “ Defence of the Right,’ or to 
Robert Bridges on “‘ Thrift,” or to the in- 
|spiring words of Kvelyn Underhill on 
“The Consecration of England,’ the call 
is the samé—a call to individual effort and 
sacrifice, enforced by a clear presentation 
of the issues at stake. 

From this volume of essays we turn to 
Mr. Granville Barker's record of the work 
of the British Red Cross Society in France. 
Here we see ideas transi:.ted into action 
and organisation perfected so as to produce 
the marimum result from individual effort 
Sir Frederick Treves, in a preface, recalls 
the derision with which the early efforts 
iof the V.A.D.- were received before the 
war. In July, 1914, the British Red Cross 
Society “did not own a single ambulance, 
could not provide a single bed, had not 
even a store-room of its own, nor any sup- 
plies at its disposal. It had, indeed, but 
one great wonder-working asset—the good- 
will of the people of Britain.” Now the 
Society has from these small beginnings 
expanded into the amazing organisation of 
which we are so justly proud. Its doings 
and their results are vividly pictured for 
us in these pages. Not one penny of the 
large funds contributed by the public has 
been wasted on red-tape or parade. The 
chief Red Cross officials are unpaid, and 
thus the money is spent as we would wish, 
‘‘in affording direct relief to the sick and 
wounded soldier.” 

Mr. Barker, in explaining how this is 
accomplished, adopts the Socratic method 
of question and answer, and very telling 
and graphic are his illustrations. We see 
the British Tommy under all possible con- 
ditions: the good fellow, the black sheep, 
the man who, when shot through the head, 
regained consciousness, and sang a hymn, 
but died directly afterwards ; the man who 
for months systematically marked his own 
letters, “ Missing, cannot be traced,” till 
the Red Cross, to his disgust, ‘‘ discovered 
and restored him perforce to his belong- 
ings and their correspondence.” The care 
of the graves, the doings of a motor con- 
voy, the struggle between the Red Cross 
and the Army Service Corps for possession 
of a leaky shed—one hears of them all in 
these thrilling pictures of life close to the 
fighting line. 

To complete the picture let us take the 
sketches by two writers, father and son, 
one a war correspondent in France, Egypt, 
and Turkey for the past two years; the 
other for part of that period a soldier, 
afterwards a member of the staff of The 
Times. Many of these sketches have ap- 
peared in the columns of that journal and 
in the pages of Punch, but they are well 
worth collection and re-publication. The 
“ appreciation” of Abdul, the Egyptian at- 
tendant in a Cairo hospital, is as funny as 
we may ex from its original source.

The author has been exact in his refer- 
ences, and his stories have been carefully 
sifted. Some of the most damning evi- 
dence has come from the enemy. Here is 
a sample: Johann Wenger, of the Ist 
Bavarian Army Corps, writes to his fiancée, 
Fraulein Greti Mayer, promising to send 
her a ring from a shell to wear on her 
arm. “ Then you will have a nice souvenir 
from a German warrior who has been 
through everything from the start. Dear 
Greti Mayer, I have bayonetted seven 
women and four girls in five minutes. .. . 
I bayonetted them and did not shoot them, 
this herd of sows; they are worse than the 
men.” Some may say, “ Why reproduce 
these atrocities now?” We believe that 
there is great need for such a book at the 
present moment. There are decent people 
now who want peace on the ground of the 
appalling loss of life. Sir Theodore Cook's 
book makes us feel that we are dealing 
with brutes, and that with them no peace 
can be made till they are utterly defeated. 
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NATIONALISM AND INTERNATIONALISM. 


Professor Muir has accomplished an un- 
common feat. He has something new to 
say about the events leading up to the war, 
and he says it with ability and lucidity, 
On the meaning of nationality he has 
an analysis of unusual penetration. 
He defines the mysterious power so 
far. as i. can & defined, though 
he is quite conscious of the inade- 
quacy of any definition. Over all true de- 
finition, as over all great thought, a sum- 
mer haze must rest. It is impossible to 
pack thought up into small parcels, and 
call one of them nationality and another 
internationalism. The chapter on nation- 
alism is one of value, as it sheds light on 
the problem of the outbreak of war, but 
trom our point of view it is of even greater 
importance. It contams an account of the 
true meaning of nationalism which every 
Irishman, whether he belongs to Belfast 
or Cork, would do well to lay to heart. 

Professor Muir discusses the emergence 
of the first nation-states and the age of na- 
tionalism, which he regards as from 1820 
to. 1878. Since the latter date the Ger- 
man Empire has been the foe of nation- 
alism, and from this standpoint he persis- 
tently regards the efforts of the Kaiser. 
The survey of internationalism is dis- 
tinctly novel: it is, indeed, the first con- 
nected account we have read since the war 
began. The historian goes back to orl- 
gins, for he considers the cosmopolitan 
ideal of the Middle Ages and its break- 
down. The international ideal is devel- 
oped in 1815, followed by a well-reasoned 
discussion of the attempts to federate 
Europe. To the ideals of Alexander I. 
Mr. Muir lends a sympathetic hearing, 
and exposes their merits much more than 
their inherent weaknesses. The chapter 
on the progress of internationalism is one 
of the best in this most illuminating book. 
The survey of the forces hostile to the in- 
ternational ideal is adequate; the only 
drawback which we have to find with it is 
its shortness. Professor Muir's thought is 
too concentrated, and we feel, as we read, 
that he has only given us half the quan- 
tity of matter which we ought to have re- 
ceived from him.

LAND AND SEA. 


If “Bound in Khaki” be, as we assume, 
a first attempt in verse, it reflects no little 
credit on its author. It is dedicated to 
Mr. John Redmond, as leader of the 
Nationalist Party, and is prefaced by a 
letter from the Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
land. The introductory poem, ‘ Bound in 
Khaki,”’ with its tribute to the Canadians, 
Anzacs, and South Africans, earns from 
the Lord Chancellor the encomium: “ Nor 
Colonials, 
who have rushed to our aid from all the 
ends of the earth, and have shown a won- 
dering world that our Empire is not a 
mere name. but a vast living organism, 
bound together by ties, not of force, but 
of a common love and a common loyalty.” 
Miss Doyle, while ardently longing for a 
restored Irish Parliament, does not hesi- 
tate in the same little poem, entitled “The 
Sharin’ o’ the Green,” to insert a scathing 
comment on the failure of Irish recruit- 
ing :—

_The fifty-third annual report set out that she 
grants and annuities paid to recipients of the 
Association’s bounty for the year 1916 totalled 
£920 16s. 8d. The total membership of the 
Association is 490 annual members and 102 
life members. Of the latter, 62 members sub- 
scribe annually. Elections for two candidates 
to ordinary annuities of £20 and £15 each 
were held during the year, the former sum 
being given for a daughter and the latter for 
a .widow of a solicitor. There are 21 
annuitants on the funds of the Association. 
The Society has still to deplore the fact that, 
while there are over 1,500 members of the pro- 
fession in Ireland, only 552 are subscribers to 
the Association, 

Sir William Fry, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said it, showed that a great deal 
of useful work had been done during the past 
twelve months. He had presided at these meet- 
ings for eleven years, and he had never lost: 
an opportunity of urging upon the profession 
at large the value of the Association, and its 
claims upon every solicitor in Ireland. He 
never felt more impressed with the necessity 
of that Benevolent Association than he did 
now. For many reasons, chiefly owing to the 
war, it was possible that solicitors who a few 
years ago would never have dreamed of seeking 
for assistance for themselves or their families 
may gravely have to consider the sition 
before long. It. was a great honour to able 
to do anything for a member of the profession 
who found himself in a position requiring 
assistance. Let them think of the widows and 
orphans of men whom they had known in life 
who were now in needy circumstances. May I 
remind you, continued the President, that this 
Association, established in 1863, provides the 
profession with an institution in which the 
whole body of solicitors throughout Ireland may 
unite for the following objects:—(a) To relieve 
members who may have become poor and 
necessitous through bodily or mental infirmity, 
or from any other cause, and their wives and 
families; (b) to relieve the poor and necessitous 
widows and families of de¢eased members; (e) 
and, in special cases, to give relief to the 
parents or collateral relations of deceased 
members, and (where the state of the funds 
and the circumstances of the case appear to the 
directcrs to juetify their so doing) to render 
pecuniary assistance to the widows and families 
of deceased solicitors who were not members 
at the time of death? A payment of £10 10s. 
constitutes a life member, and an 
annual subscription of a ls, (in 
advance) constitutes an annual member. 
Notwithstanding all he had said there was 
much in the report to call forth gratitude. They 
hed been able to help more. cases and give 
more relief generally than in preceding years. 
Everything possible was done for deserving ap- 
plicants, and the inquiry was conducted 
privately so as not to injure the feelings of the 
applicant. The mortality amongst their mem- 
bers last year had been very excessive—-the 
Roll of Honour was filling up. He could not re- 
call a year im which they had lost so many good 
men and true. Sir Malachy Kelly, the Chief 
Crown Solicitor, had joined the great majority; 
their kind and trusty friend, Sir Benjamin 
Whitney, who, for many years, sent them a 
large donation, in addition to being a life 
governor, had gone to his rest; and others 
whom one could name, Their ranks, however, 
must not be broken—the good work must go 
on—-(hear, hear)—other friends must be found 
to take the places of those who had been called 
away; and he appealed from that platform, and 
through the Press, te the younger members of 
his profession to join the Association, and thus 
strengthen the hands of the directors and en- 
able them to do still further and greater work, 
not only in bringing the claims of this As 
sociation before the professional men in the 
country, but in granting larger and fuller as- 
sistance to those in need. Solicitors should re- 
member that this was the only iona! 
charity connected with their body; and that, 
therefore, it had the first claim upon them. 
The grants and some of the annuities in the 
past were obviously not adequate for the pre- 
sent time, owing to increase of expenses of life, 
and, therefore, the Board must do what it 
could to assist in a fuller and ampler measure 
the many persons who sought relief. The 
balance sheet showed the investments of the 
Association, and the summaries. would show 
that since the formation of the Association 
great good had been accomplished. No less 
than 2,416 persons had been relieved, and a 
total sum of £25,612 5s.. 4d. had been donated 
in that relief. i 

Mr. Richards seconded the motion for the 
adoption of the report. He emphasised the 
point made by the President as to the deplor- 
mass lack of support accorded to the Associa- 
ion. 

The report was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. Quirke; seconded by 
Mr. J. Rose Byrne, the outgoing directors were 
re-elected. 

Mr. Meeke moved that Mr. Robert Hayes and 
Mr. R, A. O’Brien (the latter in place of Mr.
